The references to the expiration of 
the period during which American 
warships were authorized to remain in 
Mexican waters caused some discus- 
sion. Inasmuch as the ships are per- 
mitted to remain another month, or 
until after the general elections are 
held, no statement of policy in this 
connection is likely to be made until 
that time. Informally § officials let 
it be known that the vessels would be 
kept in Mexican waters indefinitely ir 
the United States deemed it necessary 
for the protection of its nationals. 

It was pointed out that in inter- 
national law the United States clearly 
has a right to protect its nationals in 
a foreign country where internal dis- 
orders prevail and to that end may 
dispatch warships to ports where 
American interests demand protection. 

Within the last year American ships 
also have been dispatched on such 
missions to ports in Niagara, Vene- 
zuela, and the Dominican republic, 
where revolution or threatened revolt 
made Americans apprehensive of their 
interests. Visits from vessels of the 
Asiatic fleet have calmed the fears of 
Americans in the Chinese revolution- 
ary districts. ’ 

It was pointed out today that Ameri- 
can warships in Mexican waters would 
continue to adhere strictly to the in- 
junction of President Huerta not to

HERE are various types of newspapers each with its distinct appeal and of varying degrees of popular- 
ity in different sections of the country. All of them are represented in the South. 


(One is the sensational newspaper. It is not as fashionable as it used to be. Many shrewd news- 
paper men, trained in sensing the public taste, think it is waning very fast. Faking is its foundation. 
Its program is to hit the reader every day between the eyes. If bona fide news serves its turn, that 
news is played up in blazing, hysterical headlines. The reading matter screams and smells of fire. It is 
merciless when it treats scandal. Sometimes it is reckless of the community welfare so long as it shocks the 
pennies from people’s pockets. If material for these spasms is not forthcoming, it has often been known to 
resort to invention. Its editorial views are biased, bushwhacking and uncandid. 


(Another type is the feature newspaper. It is much milder than the first, but their programs have something 
in common. It is always in search of the picturesque, the unique, the bizarre. Often it prints accurate news. 
Oftener the news is ‘‘muffed’’ or obscured or muddled in the effort to distort a feature out of it. It abounds 
in graphic pictures. Its editorial, like its news policy, is casual, flippant and happy-go-lucky. 


(LA third type is the ultra-conservative newspaper. Some mighty fine sheets are in this class. Most of them 
lean too far backward. They are afraid of progress in the news and public issues until progress has grown 
whiskers. An innovation generally gives them the palsy. For a thing to be new is to make it rest under 
suspicion. They never like to get from under the shadow of the established order. A great big world-thrill- 


ing event generally leaves them with a steady pulse-beat. 


(There are other types. These three are archtypes.

Atlanta retail and meat men 
have as much faith itn federal statis- 
tics on the price of food as a citizen 
of Macon has in the federal census, 
and Wednesday afternoon, when shown 
a list of prices sent out from Wash- 
ington and naming Atlanta as having 
higher prices for food on seven stable 
articles than any city excepting Bos- 
ton, they were, to a man, indignant. 

“From all that I can learn, and I 
try to learn’ about it, because it’s my 
business,” said one man, “the prices 
of meat and groceries in Atlafita are 
about what they are in similar cities 
throughout the country, and I Know 
that meat much cheaper here than 
in New York.” 

Price of Meat. 

been in business four and a 
half years,” said a Broad street dealer, 
“and in that time the wholesale price 
of meat has advanced four cents, about 
one Cent each year. I1 have raised my 
price once and [ am making about 
$700 less each year off meat than I 
was when I started.”

Inquiries local markets, 
picked up at random, give an approxi- 
mate idea of the price of first 
articles of meat and also of eggs.

These quote even lower prices than 
the regular markets, but as there are 
very few of these in comparison with 
the markets which do deliver their 
goods, their prices were not taken 
into consideration in making up a 
table of comparisons. 

These marketmen declare they can 
sell cheaper because they sell for 
cash and do not keep wagons, mules 
and boys to deliver. The groceryman 
and marketman who deliver in the 
old-fashioned way, always shakes his 
head and says, “These fellows just 
don’t sell the class of goods we do, 
that’s all.” The only way for Mrs. 
Housewife to find out ab_ut this is to 
take the old-fashioned method of 
“tryin’ out ‘em both,” provided she 
has a willing servant or doesn’t mind 
lugging a market basket herself. 


Believe Price Should be Higher. 

In reference to the rise in whole- 
Sale prices, which the retail men say 
has come about steadily here lately, 
several of them asserted that they 
would raise their retail prices, but 
for the competition in Atlanta, and 
that they ought in justice to them- 
selves, go up about two and a half 
to five cents a pound on meats. 

Should this come about the howl 
that Mr. Bill Payer, who despite his 
different name, is the husband of Mrs. 
Housewife, in all well regulated fami- 
lies, would be something awful, es- 
pecially right now when the entire 
country is talking about the high 
cost of living.

to have President Wilson help 
curing an amendment of the Clarke 
futures tax which ‘will require the 
New York cotton exchange to adopt an 
honest contract based on 
standard grades of cotton. 

The house conferees are in favor of 
modifying the Clarke amendment. The 
house has once gone on record in fa- 
vor of abolishing speculative 
entirely by denying the 
mails or wires for carrying on such 
business. Pressure now Is ex- 
erted to reform the exchange contract 
rather than abolish the exchanges. 

Advocates of the new plan believe 
this can be done through the of 
the government's taxing power. It will 
require government standard grades 
to be tendered on contracts by attach- 
ing severe penalties to the tender of 
“dog-eared” or waste cotton. 

Asn Conditions Are Now. 

As conditions are now the New 
York exchange arbitrarily fixes the 
Premiums and discounts on the grades 
above and below middling cotton twice 
a year. No matter how much these 
grades may fluctuate in the spot mar- 
ket, the arbitrary value given them 
on the exchange is not changed. 

It would be just as reasonable to 
try to fix in advance the difference be- 
tween the value of New York Central 
and Georgia Central railroad sock 
throughout the year. [t could be done 
with just as much justice or reason. 

Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, who 
fought for the Smith-Lever compqromise 
agreement in the senate caucus, said 
today he doubted if the Clarke amend- 
ment would prohibit gambling. The 
tax would simply be passed on to the 
cotton farmer through deducting that 
much from the price offered to him 
for his staple, he said. It might pre- 
vent some speculative sale where $1 
or $2 a bale is put up as margin, but 
would not prevent the great volume of 
gambling.

THAW AND STATE RIGHTS. 


The Thaw extradition proceedings in 
New Hampshire promise to develop a deli- 
cate if somewhat exasperating question of 
state rights, and that “twilight zone’ be- 
tween state and federal authority so pic- 
turesquely described by Mr. Bryan. 

Federal Judge Aldrich vas intimated to 
William Travers Jerome, and other legal 
representatives of New York state, that he 
is already in doubt concerning the constitu- 
tionality of their contentions. He shows 
that, by the admission of counsel itself, it is 
sought to extradite Thaw upon the basis of 
a crime committed by his escape from Mat- 
teawan. Judge Aldrich expresses his doubt 
if such an act, committed by an assumably 
insane person, constitutes a crime. He 
wants authorities and precedents, though he 
has carefully disowned any intention of 
fixed bias. 


Irrespective of the intrinsic merits of 
the Thaw case, or the degeneracy or sound- 
ness of the man himself, this peculiar turn 
serves to illustrate the overlapping and 
sometimes conflicting nature of state and 
federal jurisdiction, and, in the 
analysis, of the potency of our old and un- 
lovely friend, the legal technicality. 

The question raised by Judge Aldrich 
does not, it must be remembered, touch the 
merits of the It simply turns upon 
the naked technicality as to whether, under 
the federal constitution, New York has the 
right to demand from New Hampshire the 
removal of one of the citizens of New York 
who escaped from her asytum for the in- 
sane. In other words, Thaw might be 
guilty all the .crimes in the calendar. 
Yet if the position of Judge Aldrich is cor- 
rect, the quibble as to whether an escape 
from an asylum is a crime under the federal 
constitution may permit him. to escape in- 
definitely. 

Of such insecure texture is the machin- 
ery in this country tor the apprehension 
and punishment of criminals. Should the 
case go to the supreme court, and Judge 
\ldrich’s tentative views be sustained, we 
face a paintul and discouraging vista. 

The time approaches When the line of 
legal demarcation between state and nation 
must be made unmistakably clear, or the 
statutes of both radically revised. What- 
ever Americans may think of Thaw person- 
ally, we do not believe they will approve a 
policy which would make the federal con- 
stitution a refuge for convicted criminals.

The World’s Mysteries 


WHO WAS THE LAURA OF PETRARCH? 


Readers generally are familiar with the 
love poems of Francesco Petrarch, the great 
Italian poet, written to Laura. For many 
vears there has been a literary controversy 
as to who was Laura, and whether she ac- 
tually existed or was a creature of the poet's 
imagination. . Petrarch claimed to have first 
seen Laura on April 6, 1327, in the Church 
of St. Clara, at Avignon. 

Who Laura was remains uncertain still. 
That she was the daughter of Audibert. de 
Noves and the wife of Hugh de Sade rests 
partly on tradition and partly on documents 
which the Abbe de Sade professed to have 
copied from originals in the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Nothing is now extant to prove it, if 
this lady really existed, she was the Laura 
of the “Conzaniere,” while there are reasons 
for suspecting that the Abbe was either 
a fabricator of a romance flattering to his 
own family, or the dupe of some previous 
impostor. 

In view of much that 
on the subject we may. however, reject the 
skeptical hypothesis that Laura was a mere 
figment of Petrarch’s fancy; and, if we ac- 
cept his personal reality, the poem of her 
lover demonstrates that she was a married 
woman with whom he enjoyed a respectful 
and not very intimate friendship. 

One writer says: “She is continually 
mentioned with such definiteness as to make 
impossible the suggestion of Boccaccio that 
she was a mere idealized abstraction.” In 
his “Memoirs of Petrarch” the Abbe de Sade 
set forth the claim of his ancestor, , Laura 
de Sade, nee de Noves, to be identified with 
the Laura of Petrarch. Like the poet’s Laura, 
she died April 6, 1348, and was, it seems, 
buried on the same day, because she died 
of the plague, and in the Franciscan Church. 
Besides, both married and had many 
children—Petrarch says eleven. The identi- 
fication, he thinks, is fairly well estab- 
lished. 

When Petrarch first saw Laura he was 
21 years of age. and she not yet 20, though 
already married: and from that minute to 
her death, upward of twenty years, he be- 
stowed on her a poet's devotion, making her 
the theme of that wonderful series of son- 
nets which constitute the bulk of his poet- 
ical writings, raving of her beauty, her gen- 
her many admirable qualities, and 
controlled by her prudence that the 
history of Laura de Noves is as pure as it is 
interesting.

Family Pleads 
Guilty at Trial in Macon.

Macon, Ga., September 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Ed Leconte, the negro who at- 
tacked the family of Mr. and Mrs. 
George Bodiford and their children at 
Cairo two months ago with an ax, in- 
flicting such dangerous wounds 
both Mr. and Mrs. Bodiford are not 
yet out of danger, entered pleas of 
guilty to six felony indictments here 
today at special term of court con- 
vened for the purpose by Judge Frank 
Park, of the Albany circuit. 

Four of the indictments were for as- 
sault with intent to murder and two 
for attempt to rape. On the first four 
the negro got ten years each and on 
the last two twenty years each. There 
are still two indictments charging as- 
sault with intent to murder which are 
held up pending the outcome of the 
injuries of Mr. and Mrs. Bodiford. They 
have very little chance of recovery, 
both having been practically brained 
by the negro. 

Judge Park stated that if either Mr. 
or Mrs. Bodiford died from their in- 
juries the negro would be brought 
back from the penitentiary and tried 
for murder. The judge stated that he 
was sorry he could not sentence the 
negro to hang for his crime, for it was 
heinous enough to deserve it, but that

formerly of the Georgia supreme court.

“Conservation of Reai Democracy”
